A Promise of Relief. 


While this country is doubtless, a long way from an era of 


cheap beef, there are signs that at-least some degree of relief 
from the prices that have prevailed in recent years may be 
experienced in the not distant future. 
It is possible that the 


hopes of the people may be disappointed, but that llicre is 
around for hope is becoming plainer every day. 


The first promise of relief is the importation of beef and cat- 


tle that are taking place under the new tariff law. I hose who 
have not kept their eyes on this movement may .be surpr iscd 
to know that in October and November last 18,000,000 
pounds of meat and meat products were brought into the 
United States from Canada, Mexico, Australia and South 
America. That is not enough to go far toward feeding the 
people of this country, but it is enough to help some, 
it is 


more than three times the amount imported in the year 1912, 
and, now that the current is setting this way, there is reason to 
believe it will continue and increase in volume, hxporls ol 
meat and meat products have fallen off largely in the last few 
years, as all know, and with growing importations it would 
seem as if the time must come-when conditions will be less 
oppressive unless the meat trade of the world can be con- 
trolled through manipulation W»fite?dtttrimeiit of the public 
wclf <irc. 
Aside from these developments, it is believed by many that 


beef could be profitably raised in some parts of the eastern 
states, and occasionally there are indications that this may be 
attempted. The board of trade .of a Maine city is agitating the 
subject with a view to inlerestnjg the. larniers of the region, 
and if a successful start is ever imde'ifl: any part ot the bast 
the movement will be sure to spread, with results benelicia 
1
